And th e P eo p le Danced to Pay th e Debt* 
o f L o u i a X I V . 
Ill 1712 Louis XIV favored the Opera, 
then estab lished in the lirst salle of the 
Palais Roy al (there have b een two) 
with a special mansion for the b etter 
accommodation of its administration, 
archives and rehearsals. 
This hotel is 
situated in the Rue Nicaise. The b uild­ 
ing was generally designated under the 
name of “ Magasia,” whence the term 
“ Filles du Magasin” (not “ do rnaga* 
sin’’) sub sequently not only to the fe­ 
male choristers and supers, b ut the fe­ 
male dancers themselves. It so happen­ 
ed that the king forgot to pay his archi­ 
tects and workmen. 
In order to satisfy 
them the Chevalier de Bouillon conceiv­ 
ed the idea of giving b alks in the opera 
house, for which idea 
1m received an 
annual pension of (>,000 francs. He was 
paid, b ut th« king’s deb tors were not, 
for, although the letters patent were 
granted somewhere ab out the b eginning 
of 1715, not a single b all had b een given 
when the most magnificent of the Bour­ 
b on sovereigns descended to his grave. 
One day , shortly after his death, 
d ’Argenson, the then lieutenant of po­ 
lice, was talking to Louis' nephew, 
Philipp* d ’Orleans, the regent. 
“ Mon- 
seigneur,’’ he said, “ there are people 
who go ab out y elling that his majesty 
of b lessed memory was a b ankrupt and 
a thief. 
I ’ll have them arrested and 
have them (lung into some deep under­ 
ground dungeon.” 
“ You don’t know 
what y ou are talking ab out,” was the 
answer. 
“ Those people must b e paid, 
and then they ’ll cease to b ellow.’’ “ But

On Jun e 20th we were confronted 
with the return of our ex plorers from 
interior. 
W e were surprised, to say 
the least, for with ex perienced b oat­ 
men such as our worthy Captain , Mr. 
C. D. Basore. in charge, we felt sure 
th a t all was safe a» far as water travel 
was con cerned. But alas! The bravest, 
the stongest and the most skilled must 
go down when they strike the festive 
Klutin a. 
It was the old, old » tory , 
“ Built our boats, loaded them well and 
felt t h a t we could pass through safely , 
but by missing one reck, hit a n oth e r .” 
T he Kiutin a is a river about 30 miles 
long flowing from foot of the lake to 
the Coder river. 
Has a fall of about 
32 feet to the mile, carry in g from 3 to 
10 feet of water, the bed thickly cover­ 
ed with boulders coming almost to the 
surface of the water, m aain g it n ex t to 
impassible for a boat to pas- through, 
If one does happen to get through, it is 
luck, not skill. 
Two of our boy » , Morse and Rose, 
tried to descend the river in a boat of 
their own construction, 
with 
about 
■1400 pounds of provisions, etc. 
They 
traveled about seven miles before they 
found the rock they were to han g 
upon. 
But they found it. 
T h a t m e a n t 
destruction to their provisions and a 
forced return to the Land from when ce 
they came. Basore and Sorensen had 
a smaller boat with about, a ton in, but 
with the bulk of their provisions gone, 
further proceedure was folly . 
After 
disposing of their small rem n an t of 
provisions they began th eir 
weary 
trudge of 100 miles or more home 
through 
willows and 
alder» , over 
moun tain sides, 
through 
marshi s 
across streams and over the giaeier to 
their home in a ten t by the sea» ide. 
We were glad to see the boy s 
once 
more, but sorry an accident so serious 
had occasioned their return . 
W e hardly knew what to do. 
W ith 
the sawmill and ail business in terests 
in Valdes depen din g upon the ex plora­ 
tions of the in terior and those in the 
in terior beginn in g to come out disgust- 
weary and worn out, declarin g th a t 
ed.tha in terior was as barren as a turn ­ 
pike a» far a- gold is concerned, we 
were in about the same fix th a t the old 
hen wa» when she discovered t h a t she 
was settin g on a porcelain 
nest egg, 
and came to about the same coaclu-ion 
—th a t it was but little use to trv lon g­ 
er. 
W e c om p a ie d notes. 
Those who 
had prospected on the Sound had found 
it about the same as those who had 
gone into the in terior, with the ex cep­ 
tion th a t some fair looking copper ore 
wa- found on some of the islands. 
The 
fact th a t it requires a smelter to tre a t 
it makes It of but little value to the 
! man of limited means. 
I have samples of copper ore th a t 
will y eild from $20 to $30 per ton and 
comes from large bodies. 
In the vicinity of 
ra ilroa ds 
an d 
smelters this would be a mint. W ith in ­ 
dividuals able to run their own steam ­ 
er from Prin ce Williams SouDd 
to the 
smelter at Everett, W ashin gton , it 
would be valuble. 
In fact these com­ 
panies run n in g on these waters a re try - 
ing to secure some of these properties. 
But these facts were of but little or 
no value to the average prospector for, 
should his find prove ever so valuaole 
the corporation would see to it th a t the 
origin al discoverer would get but lit­ 
tle 
W ith ail of these facts before ua we 
concluded th a t to remain longer in the 
country was useless, and on Monday , 
July 4th, at a regular meetin g of the 
compan y we so decided aDd on Wed- 
n isday .

He died in 
18fi3. 
Up to Id y ears ago*Mrs. Kiburn lived 
a most active aud useful life, at which 
time an acciden t resulted in p e r m a n ­ 
ent lameness, which, 
with advan cin g 
age has tended to circumscribe 
her 
activities. 
One who ha- known her in timately 
for y ears say s ot her th a t she was a 
good wife, a good mother, a good n eig h ­ 
bor,'an d a good friend: aiway » helpful, 
alway s sy m pathatic;that the worid had 
been made better by her living in it. 
Higher praise could not be bestowed* 
even upon one who» e loving

On e n eed n ot 
be surprised , however, if more im p or­ 
tan t an d farreachin g oon sequ* n ees shall 
follow in other d irection s. 
M erely as regard s the operation of 
the war, the first an d perhaps the most 
im p ortan t of the en gagem en ts lias taken 
place ra th e r un expected ly iu a quarter 
farthest from both of the con ten d in g 
coun tries as well as from the object 
w hich con stituted the cause of the con ­ 
test.
